The decision on a meeting place of conqueror and con 
q uem ! was reached, these sources told Associated Tres 
Correspondent Russell Brines, at a recent conference between 
MacArthur and Admiral Jujita, grand chamberlain. 
Official confirmation was lacking, although a meeting 
of MacArthur and Hirohito long hast been expected. If the 
emperor goes to Mac Arthur's residence at the embassy, it 
would be th** first time in modern history that any Japanese 
emperor has gone to another ruler for an audience. 
Block Atomic Bomb Research 
The Allied high command today blocked any atomic 
bomb research in Japan, directed rigid control of Japanese 
economic life including wages, prices and all traffic in cur 
rencies and negotiable assets, and moved toward free Jap ­ 
anese press. 
The news order directed the imperial government to 
remove itself completely from direct or indirect control of 
new.-paj*ers and news agencies heretofore the ruling Jap 
anes** clique bas almost completely controlled and directed 
news policies. 
Stripping the 
present 
Domei agency of its special 
privileges, the order paves the way for establishm ent of new 
and truly free competing agencies.

In analyzing this

And at the same time 
two world powers. Germany and 
Italy, have been knocked out com­ 
pletely while a third France, has 
been dealt a staggering blow. 
Now you can’t have such titantic 
changes without producing tem por­ 
ary chaos. Centers of vacuum have 
been created and they will be filled 
before order is restored. No wonder 
then that we find the London News 
Chronicle saying of the Big Five 
conference that "the most disturbing 
part of the sorry situation is the 
way in which those ghosts of the 
pre-atom ic, era — spheres of in­ 
fluence’ and ‘power politics’—stalk 
Me stage " 
Cause of Trouble 
Spheres 
of 
influence 
certainly 
are the cause of the disturbance— 
just as had been expected. It's all 
very well to make the 
idealistic 
claim that spheres of influence are 
bad and shouldn’t exist, but prac­ 
tically they do exist and will con­ 
tinue to exist until our world has 
been remodeled into 
the 
perfect 
peace set-up. 
W hat makes the situation much 
more complicated is the fact that 
the Germun and Italian spheres of 
influence—and 
they 
were 
large— 
have been dumped willy-nilly into 
the open market Those spheres will 
bt absorbed by some power, and we 
are now in process of finding out 
who’s who. 
Conflicting Issues 
T hen 
of 
course 
the 
westward 
thrust 
of 
Russian 
influence 
has 
created 
an 
entirely 
new 
factor. 
There are bound to be spots where 
Soviet and British interests clash, 
and where other interests conflict. 
We see that already in the Balkans 
and in the M editerranean theater 
These and other controversial fac­ 
tors are 
creating 
the 
difficulties 
which are troubling the Big Five 
conference. But all this has been in 
the cards since the start. These deli­ 
cate and admittedly dangerous ad­ 
justm ents must be made. 
T h at’s why this column long ago 
said that the first year after war 
ended would be the crucial period. 
In this time the 
dom inant 
Big 
Three, upon whom maintenance of 
peace mainly depends, must iron out 
all these problems of spheres of in­ 
fluence.

lily 
'Hosta 
coerulea* is larger in foliage and 
flower than the lance-leaf plantain 
lily. The 
foliage mass of many, j 
broad ovate, conspicuously 
veined 
leaves is a foot high, and gives a 
heavier effect in the garden than 
most perennials do The flower stem 
rises two feet or more, bearing light 
blue flowers In a drooping raceme 
July and August is the flowering 
season. There is also a variegated 
form of this plantain lily.

showy sort where there is room for 
such a large plant. It forms huge

grow best in a rich, deep soil and 
a moist, shady place, they are most 
adaptable and will grow and bloom 
well in an open, sunny border, or 
in dense shade where few other 
plants will bloom. They will grow 
surprisingly well on the north side 
of the house, under trees, or in other 
such spots which are often problems. 
When grown in sun. however, water­ 
ing is essential during dry periods. 
The large-leaved sorts should be 
placed carefully to avoid their be­ 
ing out of scale with the other 
flowers in the borders. Clumps are 
effective as accents at corners of 
paths or by the garden bench.
